The new multi-million dollar Merck-Sharp & Dohme pharmaceutical 
plant inaugurated in Campinas, State of Sao Paulo, on March 27, is 
one of the most modern pharmaceutical manufacturing operations 
in Latin America. It will produce supplies of drugs, fine chemicals 
and vitamins. Occupying a site of approximately ten hectares near 
the Rio Atibaia, the installation comprises (as shown from left to 
right) the water reservoir, power house, oil tanks, water tower, proc- 
ess building, warehouse and manufacturing building and general 


offices.

Production Schedule 

According to the schedule of 
production the output will com- 
prise five distinct categories of 
pharmaceutical products. These 
are 1) sterile and _ non-sterile 
pharmaceutical products; 2) bulk 
hormonal steroids for compound- 
ing into finished pharmaceutical 
products in the plant itself and 
for supply to other pharmaceuti- 
cal manufacturers in Brazil; 3) 
bulk vitamins, including Vitamin 
B,., for use in the plant’s own 
pharmaceutical manufacturing 
program and for supply to other 
Brazilian manufacturers; 4) en- 
richment products for human nu- 


trition; 5) feed supplements to 


maintain and improve animal 
| health. 
The production of hormonal 


isteroids in the plant is regarded 


with much favor in Brazil. Ster- 
oids include the important adrenal 
and sex hormones. In the body 
they play vital roles in the hu- 
man physiological processes. 
Medical scientists, among them 
Brazilian, are attempting to as- 
sess the relationship between im- 


portant hormones and human body 
functions. Quantitative analysis 
of these hormones is an important 
aspect of biochemical 
The fact that hormonal 
will now be compounded in the 
country will give Brazil’s physi- 
cians greater access to them and 
their use. 

In addition to Minister Cher- 
mont, who had been invited to the 
opening ceremonies, others from 
the United States who came down 
for the occasion are: Mr. Henry 
W. Gadsden, executive vice-presi- 
dent of Merck-Sharp & Dohme 
International; and Mr. Leo Fer- 
nandez vice president of the Latin 
American division of the Com- 
pany.
